Dauntless was a member of Admiral 
Sampson's fleet during the latter's 
cruise to Intercept the phantom Spanish 
squadron.

PORT AU PRINCE. Hayti, May 21. 


—The Dutch steamer Prlnz Frederick 
Hendrlk, which has arrived here from 
Curacoa, confirms the report 
of the

Spanish squadron. Only two of the 
Spanish ships were allowed to enter the 
roads. These vessels secured provis- 
ions, a quantity of coal and other sup- 
pics.

ST. PIERRE, Martinique, May 21.— 


There IB nothing to report as to the 
movements of the Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyer Terror and the hospital ship 
Alicante, which are still at Fort Do 
France. The Spanish consul there yes- 
terday made a desperate attempt to al- 
low the British steamer Twickenham to 
discharge her coal cargo or to supply 
the Terror and Alicante with coal, but 
the government positively refused to 
allow this to be done.

A MAKESHIFT CABINET. 


Spain is Relying on Alliance or 


Intervention. 


NEW YORK, May VL—A. dispatch to 


the World from Madrid says: A con- 
tinental alliance for Spain or interven- 
tion to stop the war is now the Joint 
dim of Premier Sugasta, of Ambassador 
Leon y Castillo at Paris and of the 
court at Madrid. Events will soon dem- 
onstrate this. The new cabinet 19 re- 
garded as a makeshift and only tem- 
porary. Only an alliance or Interven- 
tion could flrmly establish it. 


The ministry announced In the Cortes, 


through Premier Sagnsta as spokes- 
man, that it is fully resolved to carry 
on the war and to employ for that pur- 
pose every means the Cortes will place 
at its disposal, confident of the support 
of the crown and country.

In this report Ihe 
naval officers plnccd some credence and 
the bombardment of San Juan was 
planned in the hope that the Spanish 
wore In, the harbor. The fleet slowly 
moving onward on May 10th and IHh, 
and In the afternoon of the latter ilay, 
the Dauntless was ordered to be ready 
to carry dispatches to St. Thomas. 


At daybreak on May 12th the fleet 


bombarded San Juan, the seaport, the 
Dauntless lying six miles off Fort 
Morro and viewed the bombardment 
and reply of the forts, a description ol 
which event has already been cabled 
from St. Thomas and Key West.

viHlted Mrs. Williams while she was at 
a private hospital In San Francisco, and 
paid $217 for her maintenance and at- 
tendance, but stoutly denied holding 
her on Ills Ian.

Gauzy Yarn of a Returned 


Whaler. 


He Writes That the Crews of the 


Icebound Whalers Have 


Perished. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—Much 


Concern was caused In martimc circles 
here today by tlic receipt of a letter 
from AfOKtmU stating that a man had 
just arrived there, brlnBi»ff the dis- 
tressing news that lie was the sole 
survivor of the whalers who lind Ijeei 
Imprisoned In the Ice all winter. 


Accordinpr to this .story which Is 


hardly credited nmong the best In- 
formed whaling men, while the wlml- 
Ins fleet was In the ice nt Point Rar- 
row the ships and all the men except 
line, fell victims to the terrible "pinch- 
ing" of winter Ice which no arctic craft 
hut the sturdy Fram has ever been able 
to withstand. 


The letter which come from Captain 
Pad of Afofjnak, deals principally with 
buslnes matters and mentions only as 
an incident, the alleged loss of the 
whalers. 
No details are even given, 


nor Is the name of the supposed sur- 
vivor even mentioned. 


According to the letter the sui*vivor 


from Portage Bay to Afognak. "Whal- 
ing men and others familiar with the 
Arctic, place little faith in this letter, 
but the fact that raff, the writer, is 
in a responsible position, Is considered 
reliable and Is well acquainted with 
the conditions in the far north, make 
those interested in the welfare of the 
whalers not a little anxious.
